"Then came the cavalry" sends a 
flash of intense expectation, a dramatic glow keen and.exultant. Though we must wait 
for the full story, Americans will continue not only to hope for but to expect a smashing 
success from their mounted heroes. We shall remember the plains and the cowboys, 
and no matter how different the conditions we shall expect that the spirit of daring and 
resource so dear to the American heart will at last have opportunity to be brilliantly 
translated into decisive action.

em Greek and other plajs are given 
to the accompaniment not only of a 
well-trained human orchestra, but to 
the deep diapason roar of the surf, 
and the prolonged changing notes of 
the receding waves. It took a little 
time for the idea to lake hold, but 
soon William Randolph Hearst pre- 
tented a magnificent open-air theater 
to the State Unix ersity at Berkelev, 
xvhere concerts, plays, lectures, re- 
citals and the like are given practi- 
cally everv month in the year 
Then 


another one was built at Ax'alon, on 
Santa' Catalina island, for the enjoy- 
ment In the iiimmer tourists of the 
muiic of the fine manne band, and 
one by one thev began to dot oxer the 
state. San Diego high school has one 
that seats thirtx 
thousand people; 


Pomona College has one: Van- Xu\s, 
Monro\ ia and about a score of other 
cities, and noxv the idea is extending 
to open-air schools, which are grow- 
ing rapidly in fax or. 


Distinctive, peculiar,' individualistic 


among these open-air theaters are the 
Bohemian Club (of San Francisco) 
Reuxvood grove in the northern part 
of the state the natural theater on 
the slopes of Mt Tamalpais, at Ma. 
Hermon, and at Hollywood. In none 
of these cases haxe theaters been 
"built." Nature herself has done the 
work—in the main. At the Bohemian

falls m cake making 


"My cake falls immediately after re- 


moval from the oven" 
"I can never 


manage a good sponge cake," etc These 
are some of the most common complaints 
that come 


There are three general rules for good 


cake making 


First 
correct 
proportions—careful 


measuring of ingiedients, thorough beat- 
Ing or stirring 


Second, careful regulation of the tem- 


perature in baking, and watching 


Third, careful removing af er the cak« 


is finished 


When making a loaf cake, line the bot- 


tom of the pan with paper, for lunch or 
cup cakes, grease the pan^and then dust 
with flour 
Never use butter in greasing 


pans, as it burns too easily. Usually 
all the dry Ingredients should be mixed 
together—the flour, baking powder, spices, 
and if fruit or nuts are used thev should 
be mixed with the dry Ingredients 
Fat 


or butter should be stirred until well 
creamed, and sugar is beaten m until it 
i: tnoroughlj blended and" there are no 
grains or lumps 
Invariabl} whites of 


eggs are beaten separately and, added at 
the last, as the} help to make the cake 
rise 
Flavoring should be added at the 


last. 


MIXING AND BAKING. 


Many housewives complain tha* when 


thev mix the flour and butter combina- 
tions there 3s a ' curdling " In order to 


should be added alternately 
First add 


the flour to the fat or butter, then the 
cold liquid used, then the flour, etc Al- 
wajs beat the mixture well because the 
longer jou beat it the lighter and finer 
•will the cake be. 


After pouring the cake into the greased 


pan spread the batter a little higher at 
the sides than in the middle, otherwise 
the cake will bake too quickly at the 
edge 


One of the main things in successful 


cake baking is the temperature of the 
oven 
For rich cakes such as fruit cake1* 


or those requiring from two to three 
hours of baking, the oven should bo very 
slow—about 225 deg F For sponge cakes 
the oven temperature should bo slightly 
higher, loaf cakes take a fairly hot oven 
—about 350 deg. F. and the small 
cakes, like cup cakes should have a tem- 
penu-re of 275 deg F.

Con- 
nolly and three fellow grocers in Washington last Jan- 
uary. Those who were on the inside of .the political do- 
ings of the Johnson regime admit that Caniahan has a 
claim to the Senator's support which it will be difiicuit 
to deny should the Riverside man enter the list. As an 
interesting bit of the political record, as well as indi- 
cating an effort to revive the Carnahan boom, the story 
of Carnahau's aspiration for the appointment of lieu- 
tenant-go\emor uponMhe death of John M. Eshelman 
is being circulated. At the time, so the story goes, 
Johnson promised Carnahan to make him lieuteuant- 
gnyr"-r,Av pur) uiibsprmpnf pvpnt« j>ro\ed that Johnson 
had actually reached this decision. It happened during 
the campaign for the senatorship in 1!)10. Shortly after 
promising the appointment to Carnahau, Johnson went 
to Los Angeles and entered a conference with E. T. 
EarJ. Los Angeles publisher of Progressive newspapers, 
and other southern Progressive leaders. If tl(p memory 
of those present serves them right, this is substantially 
a part of the dialogue that occurred: Governor John- 
son—''Gentlemen, I have recognized the validity of your 
claim that a southern man should be appointed to take 
the place of the late John Eshelman. And I have de- 
termined who the successor shall be. It is Carnahau of 
Riverside.'' E. T. Earl—"Governor Johnson, your de- 
cision that a southern man should get this post is fair 
and is acceptable, but your selection of the man is un- 
fortunate. Carnahan will not do. I want Congressman 
William D. .Stephens appointed.'-' Other attendants at 
the conference supported the staud taken by Earl, and 
more remarks followed to the effect that if Governor 
Johnson did not then and there agree to name Stephens 
as his successor, Earl would oppose to the limit of his 
power Johnson's senatorial aspirations.

That Santa Rosa Conference 


The refusal of Raymond Benjamin, chairman of the 


Republican State Central Committee, to attend today 
the Santa Rosa conference of county central com- 
mittees of the First Congressional District to agree 
npou a candidate to oppose the Democratic incumbent, 
Congressman Clarence F. Lea, has started a lot of talk 
among local Republican leaders. Without regard to 
Hie correctness or incorrectness of Benjamin's stanu, 
they regret that the prospect of an internal party 
quarrel has developed, when such a thing might have 
and should have been avoided. Benjamin made his 
letter of declination rather lengthy for the purpose of 
criticising the holding of such a conference. He stated 
that the plan was contrary to the procedure outlined in 
the direct primary Jaw, which he claimed was a Re- 
publican party product and should be observed; that 
he believed it would hurt the chances of victory in the 
First District, and that it was not in harmony with the 
admonition of National Chairman Hays that party 
leaders should '-'elect and not select" candidates. Ben- 
jamin's personal explanation of his letter is that as a 
party official he felt he had to urge observance of the 
party law as he interpreted it. In his letter and subse- 
quent discussions of the episode he insists that the 
Santa Rosa conference is a convention. It is not diffi- 
cult to find party leaders who emphatically disagree 
with Benjamin's stand. These latter point out that if 
the participants in the Santa Rosa meeting wished to 
call their gathering a conference it was just that and 
nothing else. Their right to select a name is indisput- 
able. By the very nature of things it could not be a

lected by the voters in an election, wish to get together 
and endorse a candidate for the primaries, they are 
entirely within their legal and moral rights, it is 
argued.

Admitted that the chairman of the State Central Com- 
mittee and the county central committeemen are 
equally earnest in their desire to return a Republican 
to Congress to succeed Lea, it would seem that the 
party spokesmen in the First District are entitled to 
a lot of consideration in their proposal of methods. It 
would have been far more satisfactory, everybody con- 
cedes, if the State chairman had found it possible tr> 
cooperate with the local efforts.

The one lives and flourishes and brings its trophies 


to place at the shrine of Art. The other has faded away, 
is dead, its laurels withered before they leaved. Stands 
the Little Theater of San Francisco, honored and 
revered. Lies the Little Art Theater of Oakland, cold 
and lifeless, its brief two months of venturesome history 
sprinkled with gossip and unrest, selfishness and 
tyranny. Both claimed the interest and genius of the 
men and women A%!IO counted and both were dedicated 
to Art and its independent expression. The "beautiful 
little temple here is an institution which San Fran- 
ciscans would be loath to part with. The old Douglas 
Tilden studio, in Oakland, a transformed stable where 
thoroughbreds were wont to have their being in the 
earlier days of our sister city, is deserted, the locks 
again rusted and the spiders once more at home. Mrs. 

AYith feelings of unmixed 
relief the Little Art Theater cast in Oakland received, 
notice of its untimely end. Only a few score of dis- 
gruntled holders of season cards is disturbed. When 
once again a new Little Theater arises from the dust 
and ignominy of this latest venture across the bay., it is 
this same few score of men and women, a little wary, 
wlio will make or mar its success. 
XOAV lest we become 


too proud in the glory of our own achievement in main- 
taining and cherishing a small temple where thespians 
more or less professional in the finish of their work 
nre centered, let us not forget for one moment that a 
goodly proportion of the men and women who have 
brought AIS fame live on the eastern shore. There is 
Pearl King Tanner, Douglass Whitehead, Alice Elliott, 
Virginia Whitehead, Jimmy Fisk, Anne W. Brigman, 
and a.- dozen others whose names are more or less 
laminar to^niu mueiiiiut; \\onu \\Imii ov\iu.o boL.>i_'-n 
the strictly amateur and the genuine professional. They 
have contributed to the stability of our small play- 
house. Also, several of them were behind the movement 
in Oakland where genius seemed to be at discount.

Going back into the history of our own temple to 


independent drama, we recall that as long as six years 
ago, a few congenial souls drawn together by a common 
interest and inor<$ or less gifted, organized a Players' 
Club. Reginald Travers, backed by years of practical 
experience, was its moving spirit. Old plays were re- 
vived, newr plays were introduced, the oncoming author 
was given a chance. Many friends became interested 
aud looked forward to the announcements of the fre- 
quent bills wherein local talent developed. The move- 
ment, grew and the associate membership list length- 
ened. Two years ago, in response to a legitimate de- 
mand, the Little Theater in San Francisco was dedi- 
cated. 
It is self-supporting and has always been. 


Coach, business secretary, janitor, up-keep, from the 
first have been assured on a strictly business basis. The 
whole machinery _was so perfect that from the first it 
could never become an artistic venture. The foundation 
was solidly built. And those from across the bay had 
helped to make it so. The University of California, 
through the dramatic committee, recognized the merit 
of the po^formaT.cc-'. n^'l t^-r^^ rf\°r« ngo invited the 
Players' Club, which is after all the cast on which the 
Little Theater depends, to present "King Lear" in the 
Greek Theater. In the production taking a lead was 
Mrs. Pearl King Tanner and Mrs. A. W. Scott. The 
invitation was' repeated last summer and has been 
forthcoming again this year. Within a few weeks the 
announcement of the performance in the Greek Theater 
will be made. So does the Little Theater of San Fran- 
cisco score. The chief trouble with the Little Theater 
in Oakland was that it did not answer a popular de- 
mand. While the public will crowd a legitimate theater 
to see many of the members of the Players' Club in the 
productions which the mid-year will offer, it was not 
eager to drink in the bills which the untried piayhonso 
had to offer. Tradition had not given it popularity. 
Moreover, the mere foisting upon the city of something 
in the art line which the city did not crave did not in a 
war year promise success. The idea of a Little Theater 
is all right, but back of the idea and the Art there has 
got to be, a heap of business ability and common sense. 
San Francisco evidently bad it. The Oakland venture 
evidently did not. Our Liftle Theater is one of the 
prides of our city. Over yonder the lights are "out and 
Art bows its bead.

Decided by the Dice 


'•'When- Hercules and Lichus play at dice, 
Who then is the ~betlcr man?" 


The element of chance, from Blackstone up, has been 


understood to figure among the principles o'f the law. 
But never until this week, when a leather dice box 
usurped the functions of Superior Judge Thomas H. 
Graham, and a "six spot" rolled "razzle dazzle" ren- 
dered an ex parte decision and settled a lawsuit, did 
the legal fraternity receive the full impact of this 
maxim. The way of it was this: A local merchant 
filed suit against an insurance company. An accident 
policy, a health policy, a compensation allowance and 
other matters were'imolved, which changed the action 
from one of pure law to one mostly mathematics. The 
case came before Judge Graham for adjudication, with 
Ajrthur H. Bareudt, president of the Board of Health, 
representing the plaintiff, and the company interests 
in the hands of Jewel Alexander, well-known local 
attorney. When the noon recess came Judge Graham, 
adjourned court until 2 o'clock. He left the courtroom 
carrying a tally sheet of mixed mathematical meta- 
phors, to digest along with his luncheon. Two o'clock 
came and the judge came not. Barendt and Alexa'nder 
paced the courtroom impatiently. Finally a search was 
instituted and Judge Graham was located at a Council 
of Defense meeting. Mayor Rolph. who was guarding 
the door, went inside and informed His Honor that two

A Diplomat Recalled 


The passing of James Gordon Bennett, owTier of the 


2sew York Herald, serves to recall an episode in Ameri- 
can diplomacy of which San Francisco was a part of the 
stage and which has not heretofore been explained. 
Xow that the famous, publisher is dead, it may be givea 
as a side light on the remarkable character and career 
of Bennett. It was the long-standing custom of the 
publisher of the Herald to have his foreign correspond- 
ents send him. wherever he might be, whether in Lon- 


don, Paris, Petrograd, isew York, or cruising on his 
yacht, weekly reports of diplomatic and political hap- 
penings in the capitals they cpvered. These reports 
were made in the form of personal letters and were sent 
oftener than once a week if in the opinion of the cor- 
respondent occasion called for it. Their writing wasjn 
addition to the regular duty of cabling news to the 
Xew York and Paris offices of the Herald. It happened 
that in 1909 the Herald correspondent at Peking sent 
to Mr. Bennett in Paris a report to the effect that Mr. 
Charles R. Crane, a member of the Chicago firm of 
manufacturers of plumbing supplies, who had just been 
appointed American minister to China, had selected 
Thomas B. Millard, ]?ar Eastern correspondent of 
the New York Times, as his private secretary. The 
Herald man was not particularly anxious to per- 
ceive a professional rival in a position where he would 
be the repositary of all news concerning legation activi- 
ties. So he wrote his employer and added this interest- 
ing fact: That Millard, who was then in China, had 
made arrangements with Mr. C. A. Thomas, the China 
director of the British-American Tobacco Company, to 
have Thomas' private railway car meet the Crane party 
at Harbin on the Russo-Chinese frontier nnd convey the 
American minister to Peking. He added,- although 
with what authority has never developed, that the 
Chinese foreign office officials were somewhat surprised 
that the American minister was availing himself of 
the facilities of the British-American Tobacco Com- 
pany before ascertaining whether the Chinese govern- 
ment midit not proffer him adequate facilities. When 
this report was received by Bennett in Paris, he cabled 
it to Xew York and had it pnbH>))f>d as fin anomrnojis 
communication in the Xew York Herald. The result 
was that Mr. Crane never got to China. He was recalled 
while in San Francisco awaiting the sailing of his 
steamer, nnd a few days Inter another Chieagonn, Mr. 
William C. Calhonn, was given the post.

UnconscloUs-ly he

Ho reacts to them; in a sens,c he Is 
molded by them. 


"Part of our juvenile literature deals 


with two tremendously powerful fac- 
tors in the life of the boy, his school 
and his sport. 
Mon who have worked 


with boys for years know that if thu 
big, fundamental truths such as honor 
and fair play are to bo presented to 
boys, they 
must 
be 
interpreted in 


terms that boyw can understand. 
The 


boys understand school; they under- 
stand their sports. Tf a writer, through 
tho thrill and lenMon of a story, can 
make them see ihe meanness and tho 
taint and the tnrnlbh of a victory \\ Hh- 
out honor, will they not carry this ideal 
with them through life? 


"Oil, do not bo deceived that this is 


unimportant! 
Consider for a moment 


that Gorman~y has. no national sport. 
Consider that her buys have no books

and 
boyish 


standards of honor in 
competition. 


Perhaps that is why Germany today 
stands com icted of the foulest crimes 
against fair pl:iy and decency.

"The right type of book for boys, 


that bpeuks to him in language and 
terms that can be understood,

"In pursuance of the purpose of 
the notes the Imperial government 
subsequently sent commissioners rep- 
resenting the imperial army and navy 
to Peking, where they held confer- 
ences with the authorities of the Chi- 
nese army and navy- 
The negotia- 
tions 
progressing 
smoothly,

agreements were concluded, one relat- 
ing to the navy on May 19. Thest. j 
agreements embody only the concrete | 
arrangements as to the manner and | 
conditions under which the 
armiefc 
and navies of the two countries are 
to co-operate in tne common defense 
against the enemy on the basis of tha 
above mentioned notes exchanged on 
March 25. 
"The details of the arrangements, 
constituting as they do a military se- 
cret, cannot be made public, but they 
contain no provisions other than those 
pertaining- to the object already de- 
fined.

".Pleasure cars." "Luxuries." Who 


calls automobiles that? 
Before on* 


can call an automobile a luxury or a 
pleasure car he must prove his ca»«. 


Everybody Is Interested In automo- 


biles and as the result whenever the 
•word automobile is used in-connection 
with a statement, especially from a 
government official, the statement in 
question Is given much more promi- 
nence In the news than it would if 
connected with any other^ commercial 
pursuit The tenor of recent articles, 
appearing in ma.n> daily papers, ema- 
nating from the East would indicate 
that there are many public officials 
that recognize the value of tho motor 
car industry as a vehicle for getting 
personal publicity. 
All 
of which 


would be * satisfactory enough if it 
were not for the disturbing conse- 
quences such statements ha-ve upon 
the business Itself and directly .upon' 
the prosperity' of the different com- 
munities and Indirectly upon tha sale 
of Doming' Issues of Liberty Bonds and 
Thrift Stamps. 
Ever since the war began the motor 


•far flpalors and manufacturers have 
been contronted with an lisimecuate 
finish for their business and owners 
have been threatened with everything 
from, a confiscation of their cars to a 
prohibitive tax. Naturally none ofj 
these threats have ever materialized i 
or ever will, yet they exert a harmful | 
infiuerce upon the* third largest In-' 
dustry in the world, as woll as dis- 
turbing the morale of the "United 
States itself. 
Ordinarily «ne might 
ascribe 
tho 
rumors 
to 
nonsense. 
Their serious consequence^, however, 
lay the ulame for their origin on a. 
very active pro-German propaganda. 


Dealing with the \arious "rumors in 


their order we come first to the 
threatened cuitailnent of production. 
Practically every public official knows, 
that the motor car factories are nov» 
actively engaged in mat-'ng war ma- 
terials to the extent of the government 
requirements. 
The bjUancs of their 
plant capacity Is devoted to the maK- 
mST of motor cars. Should tho gov- 
ernment require additional co-opera- 
tion from any of the factories it Is 
pledged by the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce that such ad- 
ditional work wil) be- produced at 
once and the prociiYtion of cars cut 
to the extent noce--*3ry to get out the 
additional war woi'K. All that any of! 
the factories ask is that they make] 
enough cars to keep a skeleton ^of 
their sales and dealer organizations 
alive. Tha importance of this is real- 
ized by the government for taking 
care of the future business interests of 
the country as well as providing for 
the ausorbence of the returning Bol- 
diers into active commercial activi- 
ties. 
Why, therefore, is it necessary 


for any public official to issue a state- 
ment threatening a curtailment of 
motor car production? Any man that 
talks along such lines is open to sus- 
picion as to his interests in tha 
countrj'a welfare? 
Th^n asrain therp 1i the tnlk of gaso- 


line shortage. 
It's all rank foolish- 
ness. 
There is no shortage or gaso- 
line 
Gasoline is a by-product of the 


very fuel oil the government needs in 
its warships and other vessels. The 
fuel oil is short. To get more, more 
gasoline must be extracted from the 
crude oil. 
The storage facilities of 


the country for gasoline is taxed to 
thfl limit.

form a very comfortable bed. Trailers are 
now offered, so designed that a tent Is 
erected over the body of this auxiliary 
Tehicle and the sides are let down to form 
single beds. This trailer equipment has 
many advantages for the camper, at a 
cost running from less than $100 up to 
several hundrtd.

WHAT TO TAKE ALONG. 


The question of what to carry la one 
that the newcomer In camping circles 
finds difficulty In solving.

Mark JM. Jones, once secretary of 


the manufacturers' committee of the 
Oakland Chamber of Commerce, and 
now supervisor of personnel at the 
Edison laboratories at Orange, N". J., 
has written an article 
upon the 


"Employment 
Department" 
which 
was published In "Industrial Manage- 
ment" lor May, 1918. The following 
excerpts from the article will be ot 
double Interest to Oakland, not alone 
because of the value of the Ideas of- 
fered, but because 
of his former 
associations In thia city: 
• * * 


An employment department mnst 
serve 
three 
masters—management, 


executive and worker. In behalf of the 
management, the employment office 
must so conduct Its affairs that one 
policy Is applied on employment mat- 
terij lor a large number of difficult 
functions. For the executive, the em- 
ployment department must secure the 
kind of human services desired as ex- 
pedltlously as possible and on the basis 
of ita ..Intimate touch with workers, 
keep the executive Informed of any 
condition which may develop through 
Its" contact with his workers which 
affects his particular department. 


To the worker, the employment 


office must stand In the position of the 
people's lawyer. It should ba ready to 
represent him at any time when he 
may have the need for impartial and 
disinterested assistance. Where the 
IttCLS heem LU UcUitUii., IL oiiuuiu ^ic- 
sent the worker's case at the court at 
the proper executive in an impartial 
and disinterested manner.
